Changes in Labor Valua 
.At a. celebration in a laciory at Norili 
Atlarni, Massaohusets, Mr. Braytoii re- 
marked tliat when he op«ned his mill in 
LS.iJ, pifl's waiie.'' «ere 42 cents' a week, 
and calico cost SI a yard ; now .'iome of his 
girls receive §(3 a week, and calico is Hoid 
at 8 cents a yard. 

This is an exceedingly interesting fact 
Jn 1832. twenty-eight years a^o, a gir 
worked. in lhatsaine factory ii: North Adain^ 
for 42 ODiit-s a week, or twenty-six week.s to 
pay for a calico dre.-<s. of eleven yard.-!, at 
one dollar a yard. Now a giil receives SI 
5G rents for an equal .service, and pays tor 
a calico dres.s ot eleven yard.'*, at eiiflit cents 
a yards, eiyhty-eight cents, leaviiii; of her 
waires over and above what thej;irl twenty- 
eiL'ht years a^'o hail, after paying for the 
calieo'dress, Sl'i.i 12. 

This presiMiM a -.li iking contrast hetween 
then and now. Whether the girl with the 
uilvanced price for her labor really saves 
any more money at the end of a .series ol 
year^ now tlian then, is a matter ol doubt— 
;)r wheilier, slie with the advanced wpge.i 
will iriake a iMiin any better wife than the 
girl u tiii uTdimllt l'i)r -42 cents a wi>ek. is 
also iiiiitc! niieertain — ihe prubiiliilili(!S heiiii.' 
altogether in favor of llie true, womanly 
qiiafities of the maid of earlier times. For- 
merly mothers educated and trained their 
daughters to heontne help-meets lor man. 
Now it is far otherwise. H a yonng man 
gets a wife, ha .soon (iiuls oiii iliat, he has not 
secured a help-meei hjr liiin— ho being a 
working man— bill one il\;it involves n|ioii 
him the necessity of hiring a domestic to 
take care of bis householil affairs and his 
wife.

arc high or low, iv.t a rding a- the simi> 

received or paid arc largo or. small, roliitively, 
but nucordins to what thcv will purohiiso of 
the necessaries of !!fc. If a meclmnio rc- 
. eivi's two ihdiars a day, mid jiiiys Inn d(il- 
lars a barr.4 (•>y llniir, and all (itlicr urtioles 
(if provisions lieing at Ihe same rate, he is no 
better oil' than M hen lie reeeives one dollar a 
dav, and bought his Hour for live dolliirs a 
burrcl, uiid other things iieccssiirv for his 
family at tlio botoo reduced rato. llul thoso 
who fiirnisli two <lolliirs in bank bills for cir- 
enliitlon, are ileeideiUy bolter olV tliaii when 
tlicy can eireiilate but one ibdiar. The prii'o-. 
of provisions seem at times to be ki'pt. up 
ubove what iIm' ■^opply wouM i-i i|iiire, l,y iiii 
understanding between the M liolesalc ilealers 
and baiikms. Hence, it ol'ton happens tliiil 
heavy i peratnrs can get Iiirjjo notes disconn- 
led when aeeoniiiiodiitions cannot 1)0 obtained 
by those (|(!.-iriiig small .sums for a retailing 
biisiiiess, or for oilier piirpo.-e_s. 

Uilt our purpose was to invito the iitleiition 
of our rcmlors to the diilbtoiico of wages at 

difforoiit periods, and a comparison belw 

them and the tilings to be boiiglil for food 
and elothing, and to iiiipn-s ihe minds of 
liil'i'haiiies, npi^rativcs, and lariiierH, that the 
f(Uiiiitityof the iioeeswiirios of life, bouglitby 
a day's", week's, or month's wages, is the 
truo scale for dotorniiniDg tlio question of 
wugos, wliothor IiIkU or low.

On we go, apparently without manifesting 
any disposition to taice advantage of the im- 
provements of tiie age. Just look at Gordon's 
bill for the construcliou of Bsquitnalt road. 
Compare the currency in which it is pro- 
posed to oolleot tolls, with the currency we 
should- adopt.- We havo one horse, 2^il.; 
one oart and horse, (id. ; eac!i iukliiional 
horse, 6d. ; oxen and donkeys, per head, 
ajd.; and sheep, per ticore, 2s. Tuck lliis 
to Crease's Nanairno harbor bill. Entrances 
3tl. per ton ; pilotage, over (1 feet, £'i ; fvury 
additional 12 teet, 8s. ; every foot additional 
above 12, to be 12s. Is this the decimal 
currency we want '! Is pence-table legisla- 
tion all wc are to e.vpect ! But we want no 
such thing. We want the pence table super- 
seded. Everybody wants it done. As fat 
baiik as 1858, the old Assem'bly were dis- 
posed to adopt a deoimal oarre!ic3f ; :and yet 
the new Assembly— particularly the govern- 
ment lip-reformers— apparently ignore en- 
tirely the advantages of a decimal currency. 
Everybody does business in dollars and 
cents. , The farmer sells his produce in tliat 
currency; the merchant keeps his books 
in it;- and yet we must pay our tolls, pilot- 
age, clearances, etc., by the pence table. 
Were decimal currency soiuelhing of doubt- 
ful utility, we might e.xcuso the non-adoption 
of the system; but its superiority cannot, 
dare not, bo denied. Then why are wo to 
be pestered with government bnslneaa in 
any other way ? ... 

Then we have the Nanaimo harbor bill. 
Some legislators are prolific in bills of a 
character to extract money for the and van- 
tage of individuals. This bill may be safely 
placed among this olasj*. There are buoys 
already in Nanaimo harbor ; yet we must 
■ raise now more money for buoys — alihoufjh 
intelligent men from Nanaimo declare that 
they are not wanting. Behintl these due.i 
however is a harbormaslor. We fear 
this is the real want. The harbormaster 
in addition to finding places for vessels 
which may go there— and they are very 
few indeed, must iiave an otiice at 
which vessels may enter and clear. 
A sahiry must bo provided, and the salary 
will more than eat up the fees of the port. 
Everybody then must pay taxes to make 
it up. Such may be considered a kind of 
tariff imposed for the protection of well 
dressed, respectable men in idleness. 
There is a magistrate appointed there nowr 
It is said he expects a salary — expects to be 
a stipendiary magistrate, or i.s one a eaily. 
The thing is working that way very rapi.lly, 
on the deal-softly-and-win principle. Su far 
as a stipendiary magistrate is concerned at 
Nanaimo, we want no such oliicer. There 
are several mon there of suilicient intelli- 
gence to perform the duties for the honor. 
To these, then, the magistracy should be 
givn. Nanaimo inui get along first rate 
without a stipendiary magistrate. In like 
manner, if that port warrants by its tonnage 
tiie making it a port of entry, do it by all 
means. Stamp's colony at Barclay .Sound 
is to be, or is already, a port of entry. But 
we have heard of no batbor-raaster, no pi- 
lotage, no fees for clearances. But take 
Port Townsend. It is the only port of en- 
try for the whole of Puget Sound. Vessels 
load at every port of the Sound up to the 
49ih parallel. Now, it appears strange to 
us that vessels cannot load at Nanaimo, and 
clear and enter at this port, as well as our 
practical neighbors do at Port Townsend. 
Kvcry large lumliering cstablislimeiit on the 
Scjund U-M as much tonnage visiting Ihom 
as Naiiaiiiiii, and might uige as strong 
claims; lull our iii-ighb-.rs are loo practical, 
loo .■cnnoiuu-al, to lill every place of iuilus- 
Iry with idle oliice-holders. Let us deal 
with .Nanaimo on the same principle. II 
we don't, and pass this bill, there will soon 
bo the harbormaster anil harbor dues of 
Sooke, Salt Spring Island, Stampville, uti;., 
to be provided for ut the ' pablio expensu ;

Tho death of tbo Victoria PwUe last 
Saturday, loavos tlio Colonist solo possessor 
of the flold. Before tho Colovist was 
started tlioro had boon Ihroo ncwHpupors pub- 
lished hero. First tlio Victoria Gazelle, pub- 
lished by Messrs, VVhitton & Co. It expired 
lust Novombor, but the niuun was slinrily 
nftor rovivod, ltn'.X|)ive imce more hisl .'saliir- 
(hiy. Following ibe yirttina (iitzrile in IN'iS, 
WHS the Vancouvri IJaml Inncllr, |iulilish"d 
by Fruderlok Marriott, 1 1 lived but a low 
wookit. Tlion ft Fronnli paper wa* started 



called tho Courier de la Nouvellt Catedonie, 
by Mr. Garro, with Mr. Thornton n,8 Editor. 
A few issues terniinntod its bnttorlly oxis> 
tenco. On December 11, 1858, tho first 
number of the Britisu CoLONist was pub- 
lished. In September '50, tho Government 
Gazette was started ; it was issued till 
lately when it took its departure. The same 
month tho New Westminster Times came 
into existence. Government people franti- 
cally prophesied our sudden demise; but 
they were I'al.ie prophets. We were "tough 
to die"; and outlived its race here So it 
was transported up to New Westminster, 
and lelt the field to its other self, the resur- 
rected Victoria Gazelle. The latter, after 
changing its management three times, is now 
e.v liuct, and we alone are left sole roasters of 
the lield. Every kind of opposition has been 
used to defeat pur, simple and honestpurpose 
— to publish a newspaper that contended for 
the interests of all, irrespective of the few. 
That we have accomplished this may be in- 
ferred from our success. This, to some, may 
be tlie best proof of tho unpopularity of the 
administration, and should be u lesson to 
modify their views in accordance with pub- 
lic opinion. 

The Pblloe StippUea. 

We allude^ the other day to the fact that 
the contract for supplying the prison and 
barracks with groceries and provisions had 
been given out to Mack & Co., grocers, Gov- 
ernment street, at a much lower scale of 
prices than formerly, when the procuring of- 
every article necessary for the department 
was intrusted entirely to the chief of police. 
That our readers may have some idea of 
what the government has been paying for 
supplies, we append a statement of five of 
the leading artices, ns invoiced by Mr. Bay- 
ley, and the present contract price:

Mr. O'Dwyer, at the corner of novern- 
ment and Fort streets, has the bread con- 
tract. We have examined the article fur 
nished by him, and can pronounce it as 
good ns any we have seen in town— no man 
need ask better. The baker says he can 
make money at these rates ; and we rue in- 
formed on good authorily that the retail 
price of bread during the summer has been 
only five cunts |)er pound. Yet the police 
and prison, consuming an average of .seven- 
ty |iounds per day, have been paying c(g-/i< 
and onc-qnartcr cents per pound, for many 
months past ! 

In the article of candles, a good pndit 
seems also to have been made. The con- 
tractor furnishes the best adamantine at 32c 
per pound. Mr. Bayley charged 50c per 
pound lor English sperm, when the best 
French, in fancy boxes, were retailed at the 
■same figure. The only flour sold in town 
during tho summer as high as SI2 was 
Havall. wliich comes in barrels. W- are 
told (anil we believe our infiirMiatioii eot- 
rect), that the Hour brounht inlo the bar- 
racks was ill sacks. We ar.; also informed 
that the Hour furnished the d.'|iarlinent was 
from the Pacific Mills, .San Francisco, the 
market price of which has been, siinu- last 
spring, only S8 per bbl.-x^The sugar, which 
Mr. Bayley furnished at lOo per pound, is 
said by the policemen to have been of ihc 
blackest and meanest kind, and worth only 
five or six cents per pound in the market. 
In fact, in the above statement, tho article 
of rice seems to have been the only one on 
which a large advance on the notual price 
has not been charged, and paid by the gov- 
einment. 

We were long onviiiced, from the com- 
plaints which rcHcheil us friiin members of 
tho police force (of the miseialiK' ipialily of 
food given them) llml fiauds were being 
pracliceil tmvards the govcrnnieiil ; but for- 
tiore lo mention our convictions Irom the 
l.ick ol suilicient piool. Lately, however, 
the liiod became mi I), id that a petition was 

sent to Ml. I'eniiieiion (signed by every 
|)olicein.in bill ilirec) asking for relief. That 
oiliiial iniineiliatoly commenced an inves- 
tigitioii. and the above faoU came out, with 
many more we are not at liberty to mention 
at present. That the oommissnry depart- 
miint has been oonduoled in a culpably 
negligent or dlahonest manner, who can 
doubt from tha Aguraa given abovo? Whe- 
ther the frauda have oxi«ted on ihe luut <ii 
Mr, Bayley, or were causod through Iho dis- 
honesty of his baker and grocer, rnmains to 
be shown. Ceilaill it is, tlu'V have ev- 
isled ; and certain it is, that lav payers will 
hu salislied willi nolhing lens than a lair iiiol 
iiu|iailial mvi'siii^iiiion. ."siieli we helievn 
the mallei will leeeive at the hands ol' the 
slipemliary rimrisliale, and In liim we 
luitvi) IImi task ui funotiiig out the 

partlei. 



The Report of the Grand Jury. 

The Grand Jury's report will be found on 
our third page. It is a short and comprehen- 
sive document, and contains several sugges- 
tions which might be profitably followed by 
the authorities. 

Among other matters, the jury find fault 
with the laying before them of the case of 
Regina vs. Kelly, on a charge of raising a 
row at the Chimsean Indian lodges, last Sat- 
urdiiy night, believing that the case might 
have been dealt with by the Police Judge 
ill a summary manner. The Grand Jury 
consequently ignored the bill, and Mr. Kelly, 
however deserving of puni.shment ha may 
havo been, esoopes scot free — with the ex 
ception of the four days he lay in prison 
awaiting ti ial. Had he reoeiyeil a sentence 
of fine or in«priioninfeiit'frdfn' the stipend- 
iary magistrate, he would probably not now 
be at large. 

The jury also allude lo the illegible style 
of handwiiting adopted by the Crown ofli- 
ccrs in drawing up the indictments laid be- 
fore them. A previous Grand Jury louiid 
the very -sarnie fault, and declared that the 
Attorney General's hieroglyphics wera as 
Greek to them. The syslem of hurrying 
through the public business, which seems 
to have been adopted in that department, 
should be atonoe remedied. Care should 
be taken in drawing u'p the indictments, or 
some of these fine days a whole batch of 
criminals may, through defective indict- 
ments — picked to pieces by a smart lawyer 
— be turned loose to prey upon the commu- 
nity. 

The prison is stated- to be in a cleanly , 
condition, hut lacking proper venlilaliori ,ind 
a sufliciency of bedding 'I'he building for- 
merly stood ill the Fort yard, and was ern- 
ploved by the Uud.son Bay Company as a 
placed confinement for rebellious Indians. 
When the barracks wcie erected, it was 
wheeled to its present position, and lias 
been used as a common ;ail ever since. 
Step.t shonld be taken at onee to procure 
proper veiitilafiun and addlrional bedding. ! 
For, although a man may beaciiriiinal and 
deserving of confinement, it is not expected 
that he is sent to prison to be stifled by 
foul air, or froxen to death for want of bed- 
clothes. 

The report concludes by hiirniinely le- 
comineridiiig the immedinle sejiaralioii of 
dehtor.s friun felons; and that eiiergelic 
measures be taken to siippiess the prostitu- 
tion of Indian women. Sieps will be taken, 
we learn, to remeily both these evils — and 
I be sooner the belter.
